presidential special train left Washing- 
ton early this morning and made the 
run according to schedule time, without 
incident, until the Pennc^lvania rail- 
road yards in Philadelphia were reached. 
At this point Postmaster €^eral Wana^ 
maker and his private secretary boarded 
the train. 
There was quite a large 
crowd gathered to see the train pass, but 
owing to the early hour there was no 
demonstration until after the train had 
passed Philadelphia. 
The trip was 
made in a driving rain, interspersed 
with snow, and the outlook for a fair 
day was decidedly gloomy. 


Bytiie time Tacony was reached the 
clouds in the western sky showed indi- 
cations of breaking. 
A salute of one 
gun was fired as the special passed Ta- 
cony. 
The train reached Trenton on 
time, at 6 o'clock, this morning. 
At 
this point Goremor Sewall's private 
car was attached to the train. 
The 
railroad yards and the station were 
crowded with people. 


From Trenton to Elizabeth the run 
was without incident and the time was 
principally occupied at breakfast in the 
Pullman dining cor Continental, where 
an elaborate menu was served. 


E m z a b k t h p o b t , N. J., April 29.—The 
president and vice-president were rowed 
out to the Dispatch in a barge manned 
by twelve United States seamen, and 
the rest of the presidential party were 
taken out in a steam launch. 


The triumphant passage of the Dis- 
patch between the parallel lines of 
steamers occupied 
about an 
hour. 
With the last gun from the Chicago the 
naval, the revenue and the yacht di- 
visions got under way and steamed up 
the bay and North river at a speed of 
six knots an hour. 


N » w 
Y o b k , April 29.—The city is 
literally clothed in flags and bunting, 
and on all sides are evidences of a lavish 
expenditure of money in the decorations 
of the buildings, both public and pri- 
vate. 


The corridor of the building where 
the president makes his entrance has no 
decorations, bat in the rooms of the 
lawyers' club, where he is to be tendered 
a luncheon, there is a slight digression 
from the rule. 
The table is lighted by 
102 electric lights, and thec^tre is cov- 
ered with a mass of beautiful flowew. 


Up town the hotels and buildings are 
all in holiday attire. The arches placed 
at the different points along the line of 
to-morrow's parade are four in number, 
and the decorations are the most ms^- 
nificent in the world. 


Pier 16, where the president landed 
from the Dispatch, was one of the most 
brilliantly decorated spots in the city. 
The roof was one fluttering mass of 
flags and streamers, and the interior, 
ususually sombre, was brilliant with all 
the colors of the rain bow. 
The presi- 
dent was received as he stepped ashore 
by Governor Hill, Mayor Grant, Hamil- 
ton Fish, president of the centennial 
committee, and Wm. 
G. Hamilton, 
chairman of the committee on states, 
and with the other guests in carriages 
was escorted to the Equitable building, 
where a reception and eolation was ten- 
dered them by the committee on states. 


The reception lasted about an hour, 
after idiioh the president and his party, 
with a limited number of guests, were 
escorted to the breakfast room. Here a 
large and beautiful table was ready and 
they heartily partook of their morning 
meal. 


Shortly after 830 p. m. the president 
and party started for the city hall, es- 
corted by the yetersns of the Seventh 
and Twenty-seoond regiments. 


After the reception the president was 
escorted to the zesidence of Vice Presi- 
dent Morton, by the committee on

A DEADLY WRECK !

Haxiia^n, Out, April 29.—The lim- 
ited express on the Grand Tronk rail- 
way, yesterday morning, met with an 
acddent when about two miles west of 
this city, the result of which wa^the 
loss of perhaps twenty lives and the in- 
jury of twenty others. 
The train waa 
running at a speed of forty miles an 
hour or more, when directly on passing 
the switch the engine jumped the track 
and plunged into a water tank, smash- 
ing the tank into atoms and turning 
the engine almost upside down. 


The baggage cars came directly after 
the engine and the first of these was 
pitched over the locomotive and thrown 
on the main track. 
The other baggage 
car caaght fire from the engine and the 
two were soon in fiames. The coaches 
following, with the exception of tha 
two Wagner cars in the rear of the 
train, were huddled together by the 
shook and soon caught fire from the bag- 
gage cars. 


The passengers on the train, number- 
ing over one hundred and fifty, many of 
whom were asleep at the time, had a 
terrible experience. 
The majority of 
them were unable to get out of the 
coach before the fire had reached them, 
but in the confusion which reigned 
many victims were left to the mercy of 
the flames, pinned in by the matarial of 
the wreck, and nnable to extricate them- 
selves. 
Some twenty bodies 
were 
taken from the wreck burned beyond 
recognitMn.

HAsntTOM, Out., April 29.— The lim- 


ited express ou the Grand Trunk rail- 
way, yesterday nioruiug, met with nn 
accident when about two miles treat of 
this city, tho result of whiuh was the 
loss of perhaps twenty lives and tho in- 
jury of twenty others. 
The train woe 


running at a. speed of forty miles an 
hour or more, when directly on passing 
tho switch the engine jumped tlio track 
and plunged into a wuter tank, smash- 
ing the tuuk iuto atoms nml turning 
the engine almost upside down. 


The baggage cars camo directly after 


the engine and tho first of these was 
pitched over the locomotive imd thrown 
on the main track. 
The other baggage 


car caught fire from the engine and the 
two were noon in flames. The coaches 
following, with the exception of the 
two Wagner cars in the rent of the 
train, were huddled together bv the 
shock and soon caught fire from the bag- 
gage curs. 


The passengers on tho train, number- 


ing over one hundred and fifty, many of 
whom were asleep at the time, had a 
terrible experience. 
Tho majority of 


them were unable to get out of the 
coach before the fire hod reached them, 
but in tho confusion which itigned 
many victims were left to tho mercy of 
the flames, pinned in by tho malarial of 
the wreck, and inable to extricate th«m- 
eelvcs. 
Some twenty bodies 
wore 


taken from tlio wreck buruod beyond 
recognition.
